Noltiing, Il would seem, should 
be dearer to the heait of the patriot 
than tli'^ flag of his country; for it, 
more than any otiier thing, is the 
tangible expression- of a common 
seniiment of nationality, uncorrupt- 
ed will) any taint of commercialism; 
ami it serves, by reminding one of 
heroic deeds and lieroic men, to 
rally to itself national pride, person- 
al devotion, and a sense of re- 
sponsibility and discipline 

Flags, or something answering 
tliereto, be>!an to be useil as soon as 
men began to gather together for 
purposes of common nationality or 
conquest. Remembering this, it 
will, no doubt, surprise those whose 
attention has not been turnei' to the 
fad, to learn tliat the Hag of the 
Uiiiled States, which is the very 
youngest of the great Worlii Powers, 
is older I ban any present flag of a'kiy 
European power. 

HISTORY OF OUR FLAG. 

The American Hair was created 
under an act of Congress on .lune 
14, 1777. This act read : " /ic- 
,s'o/iv(f, That the flag of the thirteen 
ITnited States Vu* thirteen stiipes, 
alleinate red and white, that the 
Union lie thirteen stars — white, in 
a blue Held — i-epresenling a new 
constellation." 

The Stars and Stripes of Am- 
erii'.i, except in Ihe manner of their 
arran<;eiiient, have undergone few 
changes, and no important ones, 
since their first adoption. A new 
star is aeidcvl for eveiy Slate admit 
led to the Union, such addition tak- 
ing place on tlie Fourili of July 
next following the admission; and, 
jud-iing I'rom tlie startliny: way in 
which new po.ssessions are coming 
into our hands, it may occur that 
our "Held of blue with .stars so true" 
will some time have to be greatly 
amplified or Ihe shape of the flag 
chiinged and condensed 

When Ihe I wo lirst States admit- 
ted to the Union of the oriainal 
Ihirteen — Vermont and Kentucky 
— had l)cen formally adopted as an 
integral part of the young nation, 
Congress changed its initial enact- 
ment and ordered that " the flag of 
the Uniled States l»e fifteen stripes 
alternate red and while, that the 
Union be Hfleen stars, wliite, in a 
blue field"; and this was the form 
of the national ba'nner from 1795 to 
1818 — a period ineludinu the war 
of 1813 with (ileal Britain. Hut 
liy 1818 five additional States, 
Tennessee, Ohio, Louisiana, In- 
diana and Mississippi, had come 
into the Union and for several lea- 
sons it .seemed wise to have another 
change in tlie order for the flag. 

One compelling reason for a re- 
turn to th<« original Ihirteen stripes 
was that those early patriots who 
had fought, bled, and sufTered for 
the nation, were unwilling to add 
stripes t.o the ensign, wnich they 
reverenced as the standard of the 
Revolution, since the States thus 
represented had borne no ]mrt in 
that great struggle. Thirteen 
Slates, they said, had fought out 
that glorious war. not twenty 
States, and posterity should l)e 
made to keep that in mind. Hut, 
besides this reason, it was quickly 
realized thi t further increase in the 
number of stripes would soon make 
the width of the flag out of pioportion 
to its l*>iiglh, unless tli(> stri[>es were 
great Ij' narrowed; and 'lo narrow 
the stripes would of necessity im- 
pair the distinctness with which 
they could be seen at a distance 
So th(» proportions wei-e changed 
U.ick to the original number of 
stripes — thirteen. 

The conception of the design for 
the Stars and Stripes was taken 
from the ensign used by the " East 
India Company" of 1704, which was 
a Hag with thirteen alternate hori- 
zontal stiipes, with a St. G+'orge's 
(•ross on a white field. It has 
sometimes been asserted, but with- 
out (iroof, that the design was sug- 
gested by the design of (he coat-of- 
arms of th»> Washinirton family. 

It is an old story, how Washing- 
ton, Renjaniin Franklin, with others 
of a committee appointed by Con- 
gress for ttie purpose arranging for 
the makiu'.! of the flag, went to the 
shop of a Mrs. Betsy Ross, an up- 
holsl.'cer of renown in Philadelphia 
in 1777, and read her the wording 
of Ihe act of <'ongress; and how 
Mrs. Ro.ss took the patty of gentle- 
men into her little t»ack parlor 
wliere General »Vashingloii made a 
pencil drawing of a flag having a 



six-pointed star; how Bet.sy took 
her shears and at one snip cut out 
of a folded cotton cloth a five-point- 
ed star, suggesting that would l>e 
more symmetrical and pleasing; 
and how the great men as.sente(l. 
And five-pointed the stars are to 
this day. 

Betsy was directed to bny up all 
the red and white bunting available 
and make it up into flags. This 
she did, and for all the years of her 
lifetime her firm furnished the 
goveinment with its fls«s, her trade 
falling into the hands of her grand- 
son when she could no longer see to 
supervise the work. The family 
made flags for the United Stated 
Government until 1876. 

Mis. lloss, who was a widow when 
she made the Hi si flag, but who 
married twice after the death of Mr. 
Ross and died Mrs. Claypoole, lived 
U) be eight-four yeais old, and it is 
a coincidence to l>e lemarked upon 
that in 1903 there were left thirteen 
females of her immediate family, 
her own des(!endants and her 
sister's, who formed themselves into 
a band of Dauif liters of the R(>volu- 
tion, calling it the "Flaghou.se 
Chapter." These thirteen women 
held their inwetings in the old flag 
house, which is still .standing in all 
its quaintucss at 'I'M^ .\rch Street, 
Pliiladelphia. 

HOW THE FLAG IS MADE TO-DAY. 

Whatever the making of a Unit 
ed States fiaur may have involved to 
Betsy Ross and her children, such 
making is no mean achievement 
under present-day discipline and 
Older. Everything aliout its 
production now must be of , the 
liijjliest excellence and the most 
thoroufjli workmanship. This runs 
through every part, from the se- 
lection, yes, from the man u fact n re 
of the bunting to the hoisting of 
the emidem 

The care and makintr of " Old 
Gloiy" belongs now to the Navy 
De(»artment of Ihe United Stales, 
ami all flags for the government are 
made at the Brooklyn Navy Yard. 

Bunting for the flag in not pur- 
chased at any open market. It is 
all manufactured in New England, 
an I supplies of it aie laid in twice 
a year. 

The bunting manufactuier well 
knows what is demandeil of him 
and that only the best can go with 
Uncle Sam. He knows that his 
bunting must weigh five pounds to 
every forty yards, ami that k must 
stand a test of seventy pounds, to 
every two square inches. He knows 
that it will be tested by being im- 
mersed for six hours in strong salt 
water ; will then be exposed for six 
hours to the direct rays of the sun ; 
that il will next be rinsed and dried 
and put out for more sunlight. If 
it endures this heioio treatment, 
and receives the highest credit mark 
of the inspector, it is bought and 
pronounced fit for Fnde Sam's 
Service. 

When the time comes, it is 
brought to the cutting table and 
uiven into the hands of the foreman 
of the dopartmeni. He places red 
bunting over white, tirings a huge 
pair of shears to l»ear upon it, and 
cuts out six strips at one stroke. 
These aie for the stripes. 

The stars requirti more careful 
handling. For them bteaohed 
muslin is folded twenty times, a 
copper star is placed over the folds 
for an accurate pattern, and twenty 
stars are hammered out at one 
stroke 

So far, all has been man's work ; 
now comes the woman's turn. She 
— and there are a great many shes 
in the matter — lakes the strips and 
sews them neatly together, being 
sure to have no raw seams. She 
tlien brings them to lier especial 
superintendent for his critical ex- 
amination. 

The fliwr of the flag room is cov- 
ered with lines and nailheads, re- 
presenting Ihe exact outlines for 
the varioiis designs and siees of 
flaus; and after the strips are put 
together the superintendent sees to 
it tliat the rt.>ig coincides with tlie 
nH<asurcmenls on the floor. No 
apology goes with Uncle Sam. If 
the measurement is not correct to a 
thiead, the whole is rejected and 
must be done over. 

Putting the atais in a blue field 
is another j)art that requires strict 
accuracy. Each star'uiust flrat be 
tinned down on all of its sides to 
the ab.solntely correct measurements 
of a pasteboaid model, which is 



furnished. It must then be placed 
in exactly the jwsition assigned for 
it as the stellar representative of a 
State It is basted on, hemmed 
down to the field, the bunting turn- 
ed overand another star sewed on 
directly at its »>ack. The stars are 
now all arranged according to a 
specified diagram dictated by the 
United States Government. 

The last act in makina: Ihe flag is 
its canvas binding. Sailors do 
this, and this ttinding must be put 
on strongly enough to stand the 
wear and tear of the I'lomouts in a 
three years' cruise. 

KINDS OF FLAUS. 

Tliere ar»» three sizes of flags made 
at the Navy Yard: the storm and 
recruiting flag, eight feet long by 
four feet two inches in breadth: the 
post flag, twenty feet loni.' and ten 
feet wide; the garrison flag, which 
is floated only on holidays and great 
occasions, thirty-six feet long and 
twenty feet in bieadth. In each of 
these the same pjoporlions must lie 
maintained — the Union, or canton, 
must be one-third of the length of 
the flag and extend to the lower 
edge of I be r.iiirih red stripe from 
the top 

The banners carried by i U'antry, 
artillery, and the battalions of en- 
gint'ers are made of silk, and lhe.se 
must lie six feet six inches long and 
six feet wide, and are mounted on 
staffs In such banners the coloi 
field is prescribed to he thirty-one 
inches in length, and to extend to 
the lower edge of the fourtli red 
stripe from the top. 

it is not generally known that in 
Uncle Sam's H ig shop he makes not 
only his own national flags hut the 
banners of every country to whicJi 
his navigation extends. 

The flag locker of a great Am- 
erican cruiser must have in it more 
than two hundied different ban 
nets, .some one of which is, when 
our fleet comes into foreign ports, 
hoisted to the breezes out of 
deference to the visited nation. 

There is a " flag language" 
which every officer in the navy 
mu.st understand and l)e at)le to 
converse in when called upon. 

To one Sovereign only, however, 
does our flag re.illy dip its colors. 
This Soveieign is the King of 
Kings. On Sunday rtiornings, on 
our ships of war, as the honr of 
worship approaches, the St«rs and 
Stripes are lowered from tlieir place 
at the top of the mast, and the 
church pennant — a plain cross 
made of blue l>unting on a white 
ground — is raised to a position of 
lienor, and theie remains until tlie 
close of the service, when Old Glory 
is again hoisted to its usual place. 
This is America's "flair language" 
to proclaim the voluntary sub- 
oi-dination of our country lo the 
King of all the Earth. — Selected.

Apart 
from its moral application it is now 
brought t > mind by an announce- 
ment from D-nver'that through tlie 
death of a valuable ram on a Colora- 
do ranch the discovery has been 
made that millions of acres in that 
State are covered by a weed from 
whidi a fine grade of lubher can 
be mtule. This ram, it appears, 
died recently^ from a mysterious 
cause. The owner thought ■ 
of the animal to have an 
pel formed, and in the iniesimes 
were found small balls of gum, 
which, when examined by a chem- 
ist, were found to be nothing else 
than lublier. Then the fields wer« 
searched and the rubber weeds were 
found, and now the owners of many 
of the (^olorado sheeji i ' ,ire 
going out of grazing ' to 

grow rul>l»er. Truly, we are only 
beginning to get acquainted with 
our own country, after all.

31 per cent of the latter. Not a 
word of explanation about this 
large outlay is given, for the very 
good reason that it would show a 
certain few meuiliers wore benefited 
by it. We are told no explanation 
will be given except to mcml)ers.

The Fraternial Society of the 
Deaf is meeting with some opposi- 
tion in Ohio, says the Georgia 
School Helper.

Bui. one thing — if the intelligent 
deaf want to obtain fraternal in- 
surance, we think it far belter for 
them to join hearing organizations. 
They are more substantial, while a 
weak little orffaniaalion of their 
own. wilhout any outside influence, 
no atViliation with other chaplers 
ami nolhing to fall back upon in 
tim(> of need must necessarily t,<ilter 
and fall. 

But such an undertaking, we 
believe, is unwise, and since the 
deaf need their hard-earned money 
mor(> lli.'in hearing pcopl(> do, they 
should pnicccd slowly in investing 
it. Manv a deaf person has been 
mined by " wihl cat" schemes 
which look rosy at first and con- 
tinue so may be a year, or even 
two, then without warning the cash 
disappears to lie .seen no more 

However, Ihe venture may suc- 
ceed, and we hope it will, slill we 
believe, as we have intimated be- 
fore, that there are other and bet 
ler organizations where the deaf 
can become members, and make 
mor(> frrends among the hearing 
than they possibly can by organ- 
izing a fraternal associaiion of their 
own. 

Superinlendeut Jones has issued 
a statement showing the receijils 
and expenditures in the David 
Bisphani, Song Recital entertain- 
ment for the benefit of little Leslie 
Oren's higher education. The total 
receipts swelled up to $908. The 
expenditures $531.60, leaving for 
the fund $430 50. This will pro- 
bably ht^ increa.sed later on. In 
tills connection, it will be of inte- 
rest lo read a reply to a letter sent 
by Supeiintemlent Jones bearing 
on the enlertainmenl, from Helen 
Keller, which shows her generous 
spirit aiid interest in his higher 
education.

Seawell's Point itself is blood- 
stained ground. There mere hand- 
fuls land artillery repulsed gun 
boats sent to disi)er8e them. 
Historic indeed is every foot 
of that ground. 

Jamestown — as for Jamesttjwn 
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fice, in 1776, comroemorat-

The sit« of the Exposition 
T ' is on Seawell's Point on 
I R^iads, across from Old 
;htofH;. 
and oj 
mouth of the River James, 
southward some miles is 
f>lk, and oppc^site Norfolk is 
— ■nth, with thf» {.Tfat navv 
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exists, only in name. The 
town was burned during Ba- 
con's Reliellion and aeain about 
1700. The river has cut through 
the peninsula, making it an island. 
Here or hereabouts the Span- 
iards, under Ayllon, made a 
stan<l as early as 1.526. 

On Mny 13lb, 1607, was plant- 
ed there the first permanent settle- 
ment of English speaking people. 
This antedated the landing of 
the Pilgrim B'nthers at Plymouth, 
Mass., by nearly fifteen years. 
From this Jamestown settlement, 
the people of the Old Domiuion 
sprang. 

For some two hundred years 
Jamestown has been abondoned. 
Many different parties have owne<l 
it as H whole and in pait, but some 
years ago a wealthy lady of Dayton, 
Ohio, the widow of Edward Everett 
Barney, purchased the whole, and 
after cleaning up the estate, placed 
a score of acres, the most historic 
part of if, into the hands of an as- 
sociation calle«l the Society for the 
Preservative of Virginia Antiqui- 
tie«. of which Mrs. Joseph Bryan, of 
Richmond, is the worthy president 
Since then care has been taken to 
offset the vandal and relic hunter, 
who would destroy wantonly. The 
old chiircn tower is pr^-servecl. 
Many gravestones are presf^rved, as 
are views of houses once famous in 
the long, long ago. Here and there 
one can find the t>owl of a pipe, 
beads used as currency, utensils 
used by the early settlers, and so 
on, yet of course little is left of 
Jamest^>wn in its earliest daj's. A 
sea wall has been placed at>out this 
part to preserve what is left. In 
the old church whose tower remains 
intact was establirthed the first 
Protestant (Episcopal) church in 
America, there the first child of 
Knglinli parenta^re was christened 
and the first inarriaHes amongst 
the Enalish sjM^aking people in 
America were performed and recfjrd- 
ed. 

From Jamestown the seat of 
ifoveriiment was moved to Wil- 
liamsburg, some ten miles away, 
iiaif way to Vorkfown where Lafay- 
ette and Wayne, aioed by the 
men of the fleet of De Grasse, act- 
ing under the direction of Wash- 
ington pursue<l l>)rd Cornwallis and 
forced him t.o surrender, the final 
sting of the Revolution ; the real 
indepenrlenee of the Cfdonies from 
the Mother Country, nineteen 
iriiles from the spot where English 
colonization began. 

Williamsburg, the town with 
but one street, and at one end a 
2ollege and a State house at the 
iier, is too well known for more 
iri mere mention here. The first 
hoHpital for the feeble minded and 
insane in America was instituted 
here, and though Harvard was a 
college before William and Mary, 
it is said that the free schwd there 
was [)Ianned to be such an Inst it u 
ti'Mi many years before John Har- 
<\ thought about fouu'lling a 
lool for higher education, 
A oisual writer in yesterday's 
Richmond Times- Dispatch, s{>eaks 
of ancient history aroun«] about 
West Point, the Southern Railway 
terminal below Richmond, on 
York River. Say he : "An old in- 
habitant will say that not a square 
away Washington's headquarters 
nwjd to t)e, and just across there on 
the south side of the Pamunke^', 
where it unites with the Mattaponi, 
is Eltham, the old seat of the Ha.s- 
-, in the County of New Kent, 
<;h us <] U) be Matchot, the re- 
sidence of Opecancanough, where 
Powhattan u«ed to visit, and where 
the Indian Princess, Pocahontas, 
announced to her brother her en- 
:,';ii;»^ment of marriaire to John 
itolfe, the Englishman, who in 
turn told Powhatan at)out it 
Then. atK)ut eight miles down the 
fort I Pamnnkey River, in James City 
County, on Ware Creek, a tribu- 
tary of York River, is *Tlie Old 
Stone House,' the oldest house fn 
the United States In (Jampbell's 
Hisiory it is found that John Smith 
' birilt a fort, as a place of refuge 
in case of being compelled to re- 
treat from Jamestown, upon a high,

i';tion." ,It stands 
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of their predecessors. In these 
"sepulchres of their kings," were 
desposited the royal corpses, em- 
balmed and wrapped in skins; and 
each district of the kingdom had its 
temple. At the shrines priests kept 
watch— hideous figures with dried 
snakes' skins falling from their 
heads on their shoulders, as they 
shook rattles and chanted hoarsely 
the greatness of the deity. The 
bravest warriors inclined before 
this temple with abject fear. In 
going up or down the York by the 
mysterious UMamussac shrine, they 
solemnly cast a copper, or beads, or 
puccoon into the stream to propiti- 
ate Okee, their god, who sucked the 
blood of children, and made long 
strokes of the paddle tf> get away 
from the dangerous neighborhood. 
A little further down, alKiut twenty- 
five miles from West Point, is 
Werowocomoco, second only to 
Jamestown in historical and ro- 
mantic interest; as Jamestown was 
the seat of the English settlers, so 
\^' ' omoco was the favorite 

I' of the Indian monarch 

Powliiiiiin. It was here, in Glou- 
cester County, that Smith, about to 
meet death, was rescued by Poca- 
hontas; it was here that Powhatan 
was crowned V)y Newport; here was 
the old stone chimney known as 
"Powhatan's Chimney." This 
chimney is built of stone found on 
the banks of Timberneck Bay, and 
easily quarried. It was 18J 
feet high, 10| feet wide at 
the base, and had a double flue. 
The fireplace was eight feet wide, 
with an oaken beam across. Here, 
tree centuries ago, dwelt the famous 
old Powhatan. Here he beheld, 
Willi barbarous satisfaction, the 
scalps of his enemies recently mas- 
sficred, suspended on a line; between 
two trees, and wavini.' in the breeze. 
The historic field of Yorktf>wn is a 
few miles lower down the river, on 
the opposite side, with the Nelnon 
House, which CornwalliM made his 
JiesidfjunrterH, and " The Temi>le 
Farm," where Governor Spottswf)o«i 
had his country residence. It was 
in the mansion house on this farm 
tliat Ijord Cornwallis met Washing- 
ton and signed the articles of 
capitulation. 

York River, once called " Parn- 
iinkee," is fully a mile wide at 
Yorktown, which is eleven miles 
from its mouth where it merges 
itself into the Chesapeake Bay. 
This same river |)resents its splen- 
did sheet of water free from rocks 
and shoals, and without a bend as 
fai as West i'oint, when it seems 
gracefully to kiss fho shores and 
divide into the Mattaponi and Pam- 
unkey, which flow together t-o make 
it. Standing at the confluence of 
these beautiful rivers five counties 
can be seen. Five miles up in the 
country is Roman -Coke, once owned 
by General George Washington, 
afterwards by (General Rfibert K. 
Lee, and now owned and occupied 
by Captain R. E. Lee, Jr. ; "Chel- 
sea," the home of the Mfwres and 
Rr>binsons ; " Huntingdon," where 
Washington and Lafayette used to 
sport in Auld Lang Syne," and 
many others of like interest. 

I have mentioned here little else 
than the historical features offered. 
There are many of us who have 
studied American history and could 
well learn mor:-. 

'J'here are other featuresof ooarse, 
side trips more numerous and for a 
mere song compared with those 
offen-d elsewhere, can Ik* made. 
The round trip rate to Richmond 
will Imi only a dollar or less and not 
twice that to Washington or Balti- 
more. Those people from the yreat 
bottomless, fresh water lakes and 
streams, that are ice-cold in sum 
iiier lime, would find hard crabbing 
and soft crabbing and salt water 
fishing and surf bathiug quite a 
novelty. 

As for IchalM)d Crane, he could go 
bear hunting in the great Dismal 
Swamp, and his Katharina could 
take hot-water baths in the Gulf 
Stream. BELL.

This was not poi- 
mitted, and it is su^^f^ested as a 
most titling memorial lo him that 
this work be now un(lertak(>n. St. 
Ann's Church in used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

Tho new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feel 
along the street front and twenty- 
live feel in (lu[)th. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be used for the social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of tho 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
amount refjuired for " The Uallau- 
det Memorial I'arisli iiuilding" will 
be about f!>',i(i,0()O, and th(« building 
itself, in its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous nionuinenl 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heaitily endorse the memorial.
